ederal  scouts  checking  uo  on  this  year's  spread  of  the  corn  "borer  have 
found  it  in  a  total  of  461  new  townships,  of  which  237  are  in  Ohio,  95 
in  Michigan,  72  in  Indiana,  56  in  Pennsylvania,  and  1  in  Hew  York.  Some 
of  the  townships  are  in  counties  in  which  infestation  was  reported  in 
1926,  although  the  "borer  has  been  found  in  a  total  of  55  new  counties- 
in  1927.  Of  these  55  new  comities  in  which  corn-borer  infestation  has  "been  re- 
ported, 13  are  in  Ohio,  14  in  Pennsylvania,  12  in  llichigan,  10  in  Indiana,  and 
one  in  New  York.

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HOW  IS  THE  TIME  TO  COMBAT  THE  BORER 

is  the  subject  of  a  column  appearing  in  the  The  Midland 
Republican  and  the  Midland  Sun,  of  Midland,  Mich,  It 
continues: 

'*By  destroying  the  pests'  winter  home  now,  its  chances  of 
survival  are  practically  nil,  and  usual  farm  operations 
will  not  be  interfered    with  in  the  spring  by  clean-up 
work. 

"The  corn  borer  winters  over  in  the  stalks  and  weeds. 
Sealed  up  in  its  pithy  palace,  the  pest  is  as  comfortable  as  the 
Czar  once  was  in  Russian  snows.    By  practicing  control  measures  this 
fall,  however,  large  numbers  of  the  pest  will  be  destroyed,  while 
those  which  escape  the  clean-up  will  perish  for  want  of  suitable 
shelter. 

"Low-cutting  of  the  corn  crop,  within  2  inches  of  the 
"round,  is  the  first  control  step,  the  specialists  say.    The  stalks 
should  then  be  put  in  the  silo  or  finely  shreddod.    The  action  of  the 
silage  acids  kills  the  borers,  while  experiments  have  shown  that 
shredding',  with 'the  rollers  tightly  set,  destroy?  98  per  cent  of  the 
borers . 

"On  fields  where  low-cutting  is  not  practicable,  the  re- 
gaining' stubbie  should  either  be  plowed  under  or  pulverised  With  a 
stubble  beater.    According  to  State  regulations,  small  grains  should 
not  be  seeded  in  com  stubble  which  has  not  been  so  treated  or  cut 
low. 

"That  tne  borer  is  in  for  a  hard  winter  is  evidenced  by 
the  clean-up  work  which  farmers  are  doing.     Spurred  on  by  demonstra- 
tions conducted  by  the  college  in  cooperation  with  county  agents  and 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Entomology,  accepted  control  practices  are  being 
practiced  generally  throughout  the  infested  area  this  fall."

ABOUT  CORIT-BORER  FAPA3ITSS 

"Status  of  Imported  Parasites  cf  the  European  Corn  Borer," 
is  the  subject  of  a  new  circular  by  B.  \7.  Jones,  associate  entomologis 
and  D.  J.  Caffrey,  entomologist,  Bivision  of  Cereal  and  Forage  Insects 
Bureau  of  Entomology.  This  publication,  now  ready  for  release,  contai 
information  regarding  the  number  of  corn-borer  parasites  imported,  lab 
oratory  breeding'  operations,  liberation  at  strategic  points,  numbers 
liberated  in  each  area,  total  liberations  of  parasites,  species  estab- 
lished in  the  United  States,  and  other  interesting  iteus. 
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Ohio  reports  that  first  on  their  fall  education  program  in  corn- 
Lorer  control  .as  a  3eries  of  county  tours  to  a  heavily  infested  field  in 
Ohio,  attended  by  about  2,100  people.    Host  of  the  farmers  came  from  mar- 
ginal counties  or  others  not  yet  in  the  infested  area.    The  low-cutting 
demonstrations,  of  which,  there  v/ere  87  in  Ohio,  Drought  the  total  atten- 
dance at  demonstrations  up  to  2,525.    The  low-cutting  demonstrations  were 
held  in  49  counties  under  the  direction  of  T.  II.  Parks,  extension  entomol- 
ogist, and  R.  D.  Barden,  extension  engineer.    The  average  attendance  per 
iemonst ration  was  29.    The  attendance  in  the  marginal  counties  was  much 
greater  than  in  the  heavily  infested  counties.    Ideal  weather  for  fall 
plowing  and  silo  filling  interfered  to  a  great  extent  with  the  total  at- 
tendance at  demonstrations . 


A  summary  of  all  quarantine  line  inspec- 
tions discloses  that  3,408,872  cars  proceeding  out 
of  the  com-'oorer  area  were  stopped  this  summer  and 
early  fall  and  that  5,674  3/12  dozen  ears  of  corn 
were  taken  from  these  cars.
